Concrete Work |- 


Compliments for te Old Country © ‘ 
School. 


A writer in the Contributors’ Olub in 
the April Atlantic pays some well-de- 
served compliments tothe old-fashioned 
country school: 


They had no curriculums no notions 
of “time allotments ayid harmonious 
development” and..‘tégical sequence” 


and the rest of it, but only a simple and 
direct way of sted children to read, 
write, and ciphef ata very early age, 


_| and to be ashamed.if they did it” badly. 


Then—and here was the great uncon- 
scious principle that the country school 
was demonstrating—wherever any pu- 
pil had a point of individuality to work 
upon, some taste or some talent, there 

he teacher found his opportunity. ihe 
college youth, himself just waking up 
to the charm of literature or the fasci- 
nation of scientific experiment, was led 
instinctively to pass on to his inquiring 
pupil some spark of the divine fire of 
original study. The close personality 
of the relation_gave a power to the 


‘teaching which no mechanical system 


could ever attain. It was the method 
which the experience of the world, 
from Socrates down, has shown to be 
the only effective one,—the method of 
direct impact of one mind on another. 

Under this system, which was no 


‘system, the mind--of -the--pupil-blos-}~ 


somed out into the most vigorous 
growth of which it was capable, It 
never got the ruinous notion that a 
machine was going to do its work for it; 
there was no machine. If the teacher 
had anything in him, it was called out 
by the fresh, unspoiled enthusiasm of 
the scholar. . There was no such thing 


as__*‘getting-through”?. the. country. 


school. The: pupil went there term 
after term, year after year, simply de- 
manding, as did the pupils of. ancient 
Greece and those of the fair earty days 
of the medieval universities, whatever 
new the teacher of the moment had to 
give. There was no ‘‘course,”’ because 
there were no limitations of subject or 
of time: In that procession of active 
youth coming from the larger life of 
the college there was sure to be, sooner 
‘or later, some representative of every” 
subject of study. The strain onthe 


personality of the teacher was _im- 


mense=no reader of Elsie Venner can 
forget that,—and it produced a re- 
sponse. Individual answered to indi- 
vidual, and out of this give-and-take: 
came originality. 

Then there was a change. All this 
was found tobe unscientific: The

CHEAPSIDE, LONDON: 


A CORRESPONDENT CALLS IT THE 
WORLD'S BUSIEST STREET. 


A Lively and Historie ‘Thoroughfare—Not 
of Great Length, but Full of Interest and 
Fxeitement—One Has Not Seen London 
Until He Has Seen Cheapside. 

Cheapside is a street, and a busy one 


—the busiest, I dare say, of the whole 
world of streets. It is notlong; itis not 


| beautiful; it is mot the resort of the 


fashionable; it isa business thorough- 
_fare from first to last, and it has more 
history crammed into its short stretch 
than other great thoroughfares have in 
their combined long ones. Cheapside be- 
ing not at the side of anything in the 
nNrese nh ue Ou : ne DearTt oO ‘ ‘ Les 
being in, the heart. of London, has a very 
important place in civic affairs. It is 
what they call ‘‘an artery of traffic,’ 
asphalted into the bargain and afford- 
ing ingress and exit as between the city 
and the regions west. If it has a quarter 
of a mile to its length, it has as much 
as it can legitimately claim, and even 


that includes-a little slice at the eastern. 


end called the ‘‘Poultry,’’ a title which 
signifies a local. purpose in the pictur- 
esque past. . 
Cheapside has at one end the Poultry, 
but this need not be counted as a sepa- 
rate entity. And at the Poultry end is 
the Mansion House, where lives the lord 
mayor in gold lace state. Cheapside 
bumps into Threadneedle street, up to 


-against the walls of the Bank.of Eng- 
land, institutions which are both useful 
and ornamental, At the other end of 
Cheapside there is astatue of Sir Robert 
Peel. But I venture to say that half the 
people who pass there every day do not 
know. whose statue it is, and of the oth- 
er half an inconsiderable fraction will 
have some accurate notion as to who Sir 
Robert Peel really-was,-the balance be- 
ing” -only.that..he had 
“something to do with the police.”’ 
Cheapside is to London what lower 
Broadway is to New York, between the 
postoffice and Wall street. Shops, shops, 
shops, insurance companies, great mer- 
cantile houses, restaurants, a church— 
Dick Whittington’s—that is -to say,

—these are the stationary ingredients of 
Cheapside. Omnibuses, human beings, 
cabs and carriers’ vans are the movable 
ones. . Cheapside is like the channel of a 


; | tidal river—at..one time of the day the 


current sets in one direction, and at an- 
other time it ebbs to the opposite course. 
_ ‘The street has many funny little trib- 
~ataries; with funny little-names,-Bread 


and Old Jewry being some of these—+ 
narrow passages where in’ days-,more 
primitive than our own opposite neigh- 
bors leaned out of windows and shook 
hands across the street, while from the

stories approach to the roofs thereof. 
But there are no. dwellings: in Cheapside 
now, wor in thé adjacent tributaries: 
The buildings are all for business pur- 
poses only. The old vogue of overhang 
has been long dispensed with, and a 
sprightly modern air is worn by the 
commercial architecture. 

One kind of commodity Cheapside has 


on the whirling footstool—jewelry. _ It 
may not be the most sumptuous jewelry 
that ever was made, it may not compare 
with the. golden filigree work: of Za- 
mara, but it is jewelry nevertheless and 
of a good sort for the, moderate classes. 
And there:is'so much of it that it over- 
flows the contracted emporiums and 
flows in cascades and Niagaras of watch 
chains, necklaces, fantastic guards, be- 
hind the plate glass windows. , 

It seems to be a trick of Cheapside’s 
shops to display all their treasures to 
the preoccupied eyes of those who here 
march in legions along the pavement. 


| They pour their wares into their win- 


. dows with a reckless profusion suggest- 
ive of the orient—that is to say, the 
orient you read about, not the orient 
which actually exists. The jewelry of 
Cheapside is mainly silver jewelry, and 
the radiance of the windows is the white 
radiance which tarnishes with such hap- 
less result-in the London -fog.- 

‘Cheapside “is: best seen between 9 
and 10 in the-morning or between 5 and 
Yin the afternoon, either when every- 
body is coming to or going from his oc- 
cupation. Butall day long the street is 
crowded- from end--to—end,-so° crowded 
that you cannot anywhere cross it in 
safety, except at the points where con- 
stables are stationed to regulate the traf- 
fic. ; : 

, One’ of' the odd features of Cheapside 
is the line of .pedestrians who stand in 
either gutter, stringing along the curbs 
and vending catchpenny toys. These 
mercha: are an amusing lot in their 
way. eir harangues are endless and 
not wholly lacking in wit, although 
their language is not altogether parlia- 
mentary. They sell the most wonderful 
assortment of ingenious toys that you 
can imagine, and every week or two 
they produce some new thing. Variety 
is the spice of their trade. The wonder- 
ful toys that can be bought of them for 
a penny allure,all kinds of people who 
go cityward, i know men on the Stock 
Exchange who make it: a point to buy 
every new penny toy that appears on 
Cheapside. Their collections have al- 
ready the appearance-of a lesser South 


ther arcade. “The penny toy venders may 
not pause in their vending. The watch- 
‘ful ‘‘bobby’’ keeps them on the move, 
a. necessary precaution in this thick 
stream. of traffic. One should see these 
penny toy men. Until he seés them he 
has not seen Cheapside, and until he has 
seen Cheapside he has not seén London. 
Besides the penny toys are the only 
cheap things in Cheapside.—London 
Cor.

6f Oil from the plant. One large still 
holds a ton of the dry herb. The pepper- 
mint is trodden down in the vat by men, 
and water is then poured upon the herb. 
This is heated by steam; and the contents 
of the vat are kept at boiling point until all 
the water is vaporized. The heat causes 
the little cells in the leaves and blossoms 
to burst and minuté particles of oil to es- 
cape. These are carried by the steam to 
the top of the vat and through a coil of tin 
pipes (or a worm”) which run round and 
round a tank of cold water. 

Gradually the steam is condensed, and 
« the fluid, a mixture of oil and water, drops 
into a small separator. The oil floats on the 
top, and the water is drained off, though in 
order to secure every drop of oil the fluid is 
passed into three compartments of the sep- 
arator. When pure, the essence of pepper- 
mint is almost cdlorless, but if the herbe 
are left in the vat from Saturday to Mon- 
day the oil will have a brownish tint, and 
if a larger quantity of water than,is neces- 
‘sary be placed in the still the oil will be of 
& greenish color.

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Taxes in Andoyer. 


The financial policy of the town has 
been settled for another year, and it is 
a good time therefore to consider dis- 
pasionately the subject of taxation and 
to make local application of some gen- 
eral principles, 

TAXATION DIFFICULT. 

We must~ start with this idea that 
the whole subject is a difficult one. No 
system will fall equally upon all, and 
no amount of care will distribute the 
burden so that everybody will be sat- 
isfled with his share and find it a pleas- 
ure to pay it. In a town like ours it is 
impossible to make centre and out- 


__skirts, farms and factories, real and 


personal, rich and poor, bear ine 
instance the right proportion. 
HIGH TAXES. 

I have heard one -of our large tax- 
payers say he wanted to live in.a place 
where the taxes were high.. By this 
he meant a place where the enterpris- 
ing public spirit called for those things 
which cannot be had without money. 
Of course he wanted the: taxes wisely 
and honestly expended, but he wanted 
good roads, good schools, good police, 
and all the modern improvements. 
Good citizens will vote for such things 


~within..reason...... What. they resist is 


extravagant, penny-wise, needless ex- 
penditure. The thing for us to doin 
Andover is to stop the leaks, if there 
are any,,and see that we get our. money’s 
worth. : 

UNTAXED PROPERTY. 

By law certain property is exempt. 
The highways, churches, town —build- 
ings and-lands,-and-other.special .class- 
es of values are untaxed. Some publi- 
cists think every kind of property 
should be equally taxed, — churches, 
town hall, public brary, hospital, poor- 
house,—and their argument is a strong 
one. The: principle which. holds. at 
present is the obvious one that these 


~untaxed- things. area public benefit, 


they are not run for personaladvantage, 


and that in cases where they add some- 
what.to the town expenses they in the 
end directly or indirectly reduce ex- 
penses by attracting taxable prop- 
erty into” town or increasing the value 
of what is already here. One of your 
correspondents ‘not long ago intimated 
that he for one would-more willingly 
vote for spending town money in the 
vicinity of our ‘famous schools if they 
paid a tax. I have yet to hear of indi- 
vidual or corporation coming forward 
to pay more tax than is required by 
law, though individuals: and corpora- 
tions often make large contributions 
forthe public welfare in ‘other ways. 
Besides your corresy.ondent probably 
overlooked the fact that one of our 
Academies paid last year over a thou- 
sand dollars tax, a sum exceeded I be- 
lieve by less than ten other individuals 
or corporations in the whole town. 


THE PUNCHARD SCHOOL. 

Our High school is a striking illustra- 
tion of the way untaxed property af- 
fects the town. But for Mr. Punchard’s 
gift. we should be obliged by statute to 
pay the whole expense of a high school, 
whereas now we furnish only the build- 
ing and ground. This saves, I suppose, 
four thousand dollars out of our tax 
levy every year. If Mr, Punchard had 
not given the money to the town it is 
probable that some or all of it would 
have gone out of town and been as 
much out of the reach of the tax as it 
is now. Instead of being lost to taxa- 
tion in fact the entire income of seventy 
odd thousand dollars is poured ito the 
town. It would be easy to show that 
the Memorial Hall and Tibrary, the 
Theological Seminary and ‘the~two 
Academies have kept in Andover and 
brought into the town hundreds of 
thousands of dollars,—this is no exag- 
geration,—to stay here, besides the 
large amounts they bring-in~-annually 
and which, disappear from view in due 
course of business. 
to show that they have added to our 
taxable valuation tens of thousands for 
every thousand they have withdrawn 
from taxation. The fact that this is so 
constitutes a reason for a generous and 
ungrudging expenditure on the part of 
the town in fostering the interests of 
these several institutions, rather than 
fot-witholding from them a fair share 
of, the appropriations for public pur- 
popes. Thé library and the schools, 
besides their educational, social, and 
moral benefit, have done a good deal to 
swell the total valuation, and they have 
dohe it while withdrawing from taxa- 
tiom less than two hurdred and fifly 
actes of land, or about as much as one 
generous West Parish or North Ando- 
ver farm, and the few buildings which 
were on these lands at the time of their 
purchase. 

NORMAL SCHOOLS; FACTORIES. 

This winter several cities and towns 
were striving to secure the location of 
ont the new Normal schools, and 

is willitig to tax itself $50,000 to 
acddmplish it, Such schools could not 
be taxed, but they would increase val- 
ues, create values, and bring in values 
to such an extent that the town would 
make money by the operation. Boards 
of trade and capitalists understand this. 
Citizens of one or our towns are to-dayy 
offéring to build a factory by subscrip- 


It would be easy- 


tion and to pay the,taxes fora term of 
ten years, in order tu induce a company 
‘to locate in their territory, They would 
vote exemption from taxes, if our laws 


permitted, as is the case in many states, 


and it would pay. 
ATTRACT CAPITAL. 

If our taxes are high, then it is our 
duty to bring in as much taxable prop- 
erty, and drive out as little, as possible. 
What-a piece of folly it will be if Mas- 
sachusetts taxes the wealthy Bell tele- 
phone company out of this state into 
Maine or New Jersey, as some short- 
sighted politicians are trying to do. 
What a piece of folly it would be to tax 
a school or a manufactory out of An- 
dover. The towns of Falmouth and 
Bourne are the summer home of 
many rich 
their taxes on personal property in 
those towns rather than in the cities 
where they spend the winter. These 
towns put a high valuation on their 
own property, thereby making a low 
rate, and then the rich ‘‘cottagers’’ pay 
a large part.of the taxes. We know 
what it is to have large: personal es- 
tates carried out of town. It is wis- 
dom to hold what we have, and to at- 
tract still other capiral. We want men 
like Mr. Hood to come here to live. We 
want all the other ‘beautiful hills in

population, as ‘‘Zion’s hill’? is. We 
want others of our citizens like Mr. 
Punchard,—the list is already a long 
and noble one,—and citizens from 
other places, like Capt. Bartlet of New- 
buryport.and George Peabody of. Lon- 
don, to put their gifts into Andover in 
such form and for such benevolent pur- 
poses as they may elect. 
that beyond all the good their gifts will 
accomplish for the present and the 
future, taxes will be lighter because of 
their addition to our resources. Every 
untaxed dollar brings snother which 
can be taxed. 


COURAGE. 


We ought not-to- be discouragedby 
our present situation but-to go forward, 
practising ‘a strict economy, and not 
giving way to panic or parsimony. The 
town has an expensive-plant-to~main- 
tain but it would be financial folly to 
let 1t stand still or go back.

the body next the skin, Over this place a 


blanket. “Keep on for.about half an hour 
_ and then remove, rub the skin briskly, and 
put on the third piece of flannel (previously 
_ warmed). ‘The sensation of a pack is very 
agreeable, and the patient enjoysthereafte~

For a blanket bath hot water is used, the 
blanket being wrung out and wrapped 
round the patient.

EARK AND COLD AS ZERO. 


An Experiment Showing the Vast Pressure 
In the Ocean’s Lowest Depths. 

The peculiar physical conditions of 
‘the deep seas may be briefly stated to be 
these: It is absolutely dark, so far as 
actual sunlight is concerned; the tem- 
perature is only a few degrees above 
freezing point, the pressure is enormous, 
there is little.or no movement of the 
water, the bottom is composed of a uni- 
form, fine, soft mud, and there is no 
plant life. All of these physical condi- 
tions one can appreciate, except the 
enormous pressure. At a depth of 2,500 
fathoms the pressure is, roughly speak- 
ing, 23¢ tons per square inch—that is 
to say, the pressure per square inch upon 
the body of every animal that lives at 
the bottom of the Atlantic ocean is about 
25 times greater than the pressure that 


‘Professor Moseley describes an inter- 
esting experiment in point made during 
the voyage of the Challenger. Mr. 
Buchanan hermetically sealed at both 
ends a thick glass tube full of air and 
several inchés in length. He wrapped it 
in flannel and placed it in a wide copper 
tube, one of those used to protect the 
deep sea thermometers when sent down 
with the sounding apparatus. This cop- 
per tube was closed by a lid fitting loose- 

“Ty and with holes in the bottom of it, 
and the copper bottom of the tube simi- 
larly had holes bored through it. The 
‘water thus had free access to the interior 


the sea, and the tube was necessarily 
constructed with that object in view, so 
that in its ordinary use the water should 
freely reach the contained thermometer. 

The copper case containing the sealed 
glass tube was sent down to a depth of 
2,000 fathoms and drawn up again. — It 
was then found that the copper wall of 
the case was bulged and bent inward 
opposite the place where the glass tube 


lay, just as if’ it had-been crumpled in- | 


ward by being violently squeezed. The 
glass tube itself, within its flannel 
‘wrapper, was found when withdrawn 
reduced to a fine powder, like snow al- 
most. 

What had happened was that the seal- 
ed.glass tube, sinking to gradually ip- 
creasing depths, had held- out long 
against the pressure, but’ this at last 
had- become too great-for the glass to 
sustain, and the tube had suddenly given 
way. So violent had been the collapse 
that the water had not had time to rush 
‘in at the perforations, but instead had 
crushed in the copper wall and brought 
equilibrium in that manner, and this 
process is exactly the reverse of an ex- 
plosion and ‘is terméd by Sir Wyvillé 
Thompson an ‘‘implosion.’’—Philadeal- 
phia Press.
